Members of the Society, representatives of affiliated societies, and other scholars who 
wish to chair a session at the 2009 SAH Annual Meeting in Pasadena, CA, are invited 
to submit proposals by January 2, 2008, to Prof. Dianne Harris, General Chair of the SAH 
62nd Annual Meeting, Department of Landscape Architecture, 101 Temple Buell Hall, 
611 Lorado Taft Drive, Champaign, IL 61820; harris3@uiuc.edu; 217.333.7727. 

As membership in thesSociety is required to present research at the annual 
meeting, those wishing to chair a session or deliver a paper who are currently not 
members must become an SAH member before October 19, 2008, also the deadline 
for fellowship applications 

Since the principal purpose of the annual meeting remains that of informing 
the Society's members of the general state of research in their and related disci- 
plines, session proposals covering every period in the history of architecture and all 
aspects of the built environment, including landscape and urban history, are 
encouraged. Sessions may be theoretical, methodological, thematic, interdiscipli- 
nary, pedagogical, revisionist, or documentary in premise and have broadly con- 
ceived or more narrowly focused subjects. In every case, the subject should be 
clearly defined in critical and historiographic terms, and should be substantiated by 
a distinct body of either established or emerging scholarship. 

Proposals of no more than 500 words including a session title should summarize 
the subject and the premise. Include name, professional affiliation (if applicable), 
address, telephone, and fax numbers, e-mail address, and a current CV. For examples of 
content, consult the “Call for Papers for the 2008 Annual Meeting in Cincinnati” pub- 
lished in the April 2007 issue of the SAH Newsletter. Proposals and CVs should be sub- 
mitted, if possible, bath by mail and by e-mail. E-mail submissions should include the 
text of the proposal in both the body of the email and in the attachment. 

Proposals will be selected on the basis of merit and the need to organize a well- 
balanced program. Proposals for pre-1800 topics and topics exploring the architecture of 
the Pasadena region are especially encouraged, as are those dealing with related fields 
of urban and landscape history around the world. Since late proposals cannot be con- 
sidered, it is recommended that proposals be submitted and their receipt be confirmed 
well before the deadline. The General Chair cannot be responsible for last-minute sub- 
missions, electronic or otherwise, that fail to reach their destination. Authors of accept- 
ed proposals will be asked to draft a more concise Call for Papers of not more than 300 
words. This will be distributed and published in the April 2008 SAH Newsletter. One or 
two open sessions also will be organized by the General Chair.

A group of 50 SAH/SCC members venture into the wilds (or sprawl, depending on how you see it) of Phoenix not knowing what to expect in this harsh desert envi- 
ronment. Here in the fifth-largest and second-fastest-growing city in the country, we gather to focus our Southern California lens on all things architectural, begin- 
ning with Frank Lloyd Wright and stretching out from under his shadow, into the generations of architects to follow 

With veteran tour director and SAH/SCC Vice President Sian Winship as our guide, the weekend journey starts at the Phoenix Museum of Art, recently expand- 
ed by acclaimed architects Tod Williams and Billie Tsien. Locai architect Will Bruder gives a thought-provoking presentation that elegantly frames the weekend, 
catapulting Phoenix “Out of the Shadow” and directly into our consciences 

Leaving the museum with a healthy dose of inspiration, we shuttle to the Valley Ho, our Mid-Century Modern, chic-boutique hotel. It's sunset now. Graceful 
shadows stripe the desert landscape, reminding us of the theme of our visit. 

In true Sian fashion, we maximize each day by boarding the bus, appropriately caffeinated, by 7:15AM. Each day we see eight houses, share a luncheon, and 
enjoy a few guest speakers. The houses are arranged, for the most part, in chronological order 

We start with the Price Residence, also known as the U-Haul House, by Wright. Here we discuss Usonian ideals with special guest (and former instructor to 
many in our group} Rob Rothblatt. We visit seven other houses that speak to the progression of architecture by protégées of Wright, each with a story, each with 
a unique take on addressing Modernist principles in the desert. Most revealing was a letter written by Wright to the father of Ed Korrick, a potential client. (He 
didn’t get the job.) We share a few laughs as Mr. Korrick reads the framed letter, now a treasured heirloom. 


Day two starts with Al Beadle's 
The Boardwalk, which is my favorite 
multiple housing project I've seen in 
years. Graceful and clean-lined, The 
Boardwalk is a series of 800-square- 
foot units, each entered from a cen- 
tral path that meanders through the 
complex.
